ORDINANCE NO. 84-16 

ORDINANCE OF THE BOARD OF COUNTY COMMISSIONERS OF 
PALM BEACH COUNTY, FLORIDA, AMENDING ORDINANCE NO. 
80-8, AS AMENDED BY ORDINANCE NO. 81-27, NO. 82-26, 
NO. 83-5 AND NO. 84-1, TO INCORPORATE THE CHANGES 
FROM THE FOURTH ANNUAL REVIEW OF THE PALM BEACH 
COUNTY COMPREHENSIVE PLAN, PROVIDING FOR: 

AMENDMENTS TO THE COMPREHENSIVE PLAN; REPEAL OF 
CONFLICTING ORDINANCES; SEVERABILITY; AND EFFECTIVE 
DATE. 


WHEREAS, the Local Government Comprehensive Planning Act of 1975, 
as amended. Section 163.3161, et seq., Florida Statutes, requires each 
local government in the State of Florida to adopt a Comprehensive Plan to 
guide and control future development; and 

WHEREAS, the Board of County Commissioners of Palm Beach County, 
Florida, pursuant to said act, adopted Ordinance No. 80-8, establishing 
the Palm Beach County Comprehensive Plan; and 

WHEREAS, the Comprehensive Plan provides for an annual review to 
determine the necessity of any changes proposed by the County or members 
of the public; and 

WHEREAS, on July 16 and July 17, 1984, the Board of County 
Commissioners sat as the Palm Beach County Local Planning Agency to 
review all proposed changes and made recommendations therein; and 
WHEREAS, on July 20 and 24, 1984, the Board of County 
Commissioners adopted amendments to the Future Land Use Element involving 
less than five (5) percent of the total land area of unincorporated Palm 
Beach County pursuant to Section 163.3187 and Section 163.3184(7)(b), 
Florida Statutes; and

WHEREAS, the Board of County Commissioners has considered 

amendments to the remaining elements of the Comprehensive Plan.

SECTION I. > 


AMENDMENTS TO THE FUTURE LAND USE ELEMENT OF THE COMPREHENSIVE 

PLAN INVOLVING LESS THAN FIVE (5) PERCENT OF THE TOTAL LAND AREA 

OF UNINCORPORATED PALM BEACH COUNTY. 


The Palm Beach County Comprehensive Plan adopted as Palm Beach 
County Ordinance No. 80-8, as amended by Ordinances No. 81-27, No. 82-26, 
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No. 83-5, and No. 84-1, Pages 1-14, Land Use Plan Element, is hereby 
amended as follows: 

A. Beginning on Page 8, the Specific Permitted Commercial and 
Industrial Locations and Special Land Use Policies and Regulations by 
Reference Area section is hereby amended to delete the following 
Commercial Potential designations: 

1) Area No. 14 

Delete Location No. 2 

B. Beginning on Page 8, the Specific Permitted Commercial and 
Industrial Locations and Special Land Use Policies and Regulations by 
Reference Area section is hereby amended to add the following Commercial 
Potential designations: 

1) Area No. 1 

15. Along Indiantown Road between Central Boulevard and 

the C-18 Canal. 

16. The southwest corner of PGA Boulevard and Ellison 

Wilson Road for the property more particularly described as follows: 

The N 1/4 of the NE 1/4 of the SE 1/4, east of 
the Florida Inland Navigation District Canal 
in Section 5, T 42 S, R 43 E, Palm Beach 
County, Florida, LESS the south 150 feet and 
the easterly 192.75 feet thereof.

South 3,026.00 feet of the west 500.00 feet of the east 590.00 feet of 
the E 1/2 of said Section 35. 

2) Area No. 8 

4. The unincorporated area north of Okeechobee 
Boulevard east of Military Trail in the southeast quadrant of Section 24, 
T 43 S, R 42 E, limited to uses permitted in the IL Classification of the 
Palm Beach County Zoning Code. Commercially zoned properties fronting on 
Military Trail and Okeechobee Boulevard are excluded from the designation 
and must retain a lot depth of not less than 250 feet.

1. Along Boynton Beach Boulevard adjacent to the 
Boynton City limits, limited to the area within 900 feet of the 
intersection of Boynton Beach Boulevard and Congress Avenue. 

D. Beginning on Page 8 the Specific Permitted Commercial and 
Industrial Locations and Special Land Use Policies and Regulations by 
Reference Area section is hereby amended to add the following Special 
Policies: 


1) Area No. 2 

5. Section 1, T 42 S, R 41 E; Sections 21, 22, 28, and 
33, T 41S, R 42 E; Sections 24, 25, and 36, T 41 S, R 41 E; and Section 
7, T 42 S, R 42 E, are limited to zoning classifications up to and 
including RT at a maximum density of 1.5 dwelling units per acre. This 
special policy supercedes the density limitation previously applied to 
the south 1/2 of Section 28 and Section 33. 

2) Area No. 5 

Item No. 1 is hareby amended to read as follows: • 

1. Sections 1, 12, 13, 24, 25, 36, T 42 S, R 41 E; and 
Section 1, T 43 S, R 41 E, are limited to zoning 
classifications up to and including RT at a maximum 
density of 1.5 units per acre. 

E. Text of the Performance Standards section of the 

Comprehensive Plan beginning on Page 12 is amended as follows: 

Under "Additional Considerations" change No. 6 
to read: 

Flood hazard potentials shall be evaluated by 
the appropriate division of the Palm Beach 
County Planning, Zoning and Building 
Department and other agencies as necessary. 

If'W. 
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Prior to any amendment to the Comprehensive 
Plan for any part of the C-51 basin, west of 
S.R. 7, which would increase density or 
intensity of land use, the Board of County 
Commissioners shall make a finding of fact 
that: 

1. The C-51 drainage system is adequate 
to accept such increase; 

2. The increase would not expose a 
greater number of homes to flood 
danger; and 

3. The change would not increase the 
potential frequency or degree of 
flooding. 

In making this finding, the County Commission 
staff shall transmit a copy of any private 
application for plan change or any proposed 
change from the Board or its staff which would 
permit increased density or intensity of use 
in that part of the C-51 basin west of S.R. 7, 
to the South Florida Water Management District 
(SFWMD) for its comments. Such submittal 
shall be made at least 30 days prior to 
hearings by the Board of County Commissioners 
or Local Planning Agency. Any report received 
from the SFWMD shall be considered by the 
Board of County Commissioners in making the 
required finding of fact and final plan 
determination. 

F. The Land Use Plan map is amended as follows:

G. Urban Service Areas (USA) 

Insert a Paragraph 3 to the Section entitled The Urban 
Service Areas (USA) on Page 2, after the Paragraph ending, "and plans of 
appropriate agencies." 
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There are three types of USA shown on the 
accompanying map. These are as follows: 

1. The 1980 USA. This indicates the 
location of areas which are served or could 
readily be served by both water and sewer 
facilities in 1980. 

2. The 2000 USA. This is the area which, 
based on adopted water and sewerage plans, is 
projected to have full urban services by the 
year 2000. It also reflects the line between 
areas intended to be provided with full urban 
services and those intended to remain on well 
and septic tank or to have water .only. 

3. The Limited Urban Service Area is an area 
adjacent to the West Palm Beach Water 
Catchment Area and the Loxahatchee Slough. It 
is an area intended to have full urban 
services but for such services to be limited 
to specific uses and densities and in which 
interceptors, mains and pumps are sized only 
for the specific densities permitted by the 
Comprehensive Plan. It is the intent of the 
Board that there be no future expansion (and 
future requests for higher densities) further 
west from this line. The major rationale for 
adoption of the limited USA is to provide 
maximum protection of water supply and 
valuable wetlands by eliminating septic tanks 
adjacent to the Catchment Area and Slough. 

H. Change the Urban Service Area Map on Page 3 of the Land Use
